“The other nations have an obli­ 
gation to us th at should be fully 
! repaid, value for value,” Revercomit 
said. 
“Congress 
authorized 
lend- 
lease aid in the belief that we would 
not be called upon to send men 
abroad. 
Million Abroad 
“At this very moment we have 
millions of men abroad. We are not 
only supplying them, but we are 
supplying others. The time will come 
when these men return. I do not 
believe that it is within the right 
of any one individual within our 
government to saddle these retu rn ­ 
ing men witn the burden of retiring 
a debt which others owe.” 
Asked how he felt about Russia’s 
enormous sacrifices of manpower 
Revercomb replied with this rhe­ 
torical question: 
“If I borrow money from another 
m an to build a house and that house 
burns down, who should bear the 
loss?” 
Revercomb said he had investi­ 
g a1 on shipments of ore on Great 
Lakes carriers and found th at virt­ 
ually аЛ of it was American ore and 
lit * le or none came from Canadian 
mines. 
“We are going to find when this

Roosevelt sent a message of hope

Pennsylvania’s 14.000 power spray­ 
ers are potential rural fire-fighting 
equipment, according to J. R, Has- 
well, extension agricultural engineer 
of the Pennsylvania Siate College. 
He says th a t the time element is 
one of the main points in the use of 
farm equipment in fighting rural 
fires. Power sprayers, when avail­ 
able. are close to the scene and if j 
kept in readiness with water and 
gas in the tanks can often be used 
to put out the fire before a town 
company assembles. 
Much less water, some say one- 
tenth, is required with a fog nozzle 
than wuth a solid stream. The fine j 
mist much more quickly
